VIENNA, Sept. 26.—Nearly a score of persons were dead, 
thousands were rendered homeless and vast property damage was 
done in western Austria, eastern Switzerland and in the prin­ 
cipality of Liechtenstein today, as cloudbursts and floods swept 
over the region. 
Nine or more were dead in the cantons of Grissons and St. 
Gallens, Switzerland, where the Rhine river was flooding the 
country. Eight person were killed at Innsbruck, Austria, by a 
cloudburst. 
Five thousand or more persons in Liechtenstein were rendered 
homeless by the Rhine flood waters. Local army and police forces 
were inadequate to cope with the situation. So that a call for help 
YKpa gent to Austria.

More Dirt 
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J oil Exacted by Fireworks 
One hundred and ninety five children were killed and 3,179 
injured by firework® in Fourth of July celebrations this year, ac- 
tording to figure* made public today by Arthur Williams, presi­ 
dent of the American M se urn of Safety, in New York. 
'The report was compiled after a survey in more than 600 
cities in 43 states. New York leads all other states with 36 dead, 
while Missouri tops the list in injured, having is28 casualties. Most 
of the latter were reported in St. Louis. 
These figures are of interest in East Liverpool, for on Tues­ 
day, November 8, electors will pass judgment on the question of a 
lafe and sane Independence day inasmuch as a referendum has 
been called on the eouncilmanic ban against the sale and use of 
fireworks. 
The sensible move should be to outlaw all dangerous pyro­ 
technics. 


The Legion's Message 
Sir Philip Gibbs, the famous British war correspondent, who 
is a pretty good international interpreter, "covering" the American 
Legion convention in Paris for the^New York Times, making this 
tomment: 
"French people ask me," he sa y s, "whether the visit of the 
American Legion will have any practical effect. I don’t think so. 
But I think it may have a spiritual effect. I think it is another 
lesson of the old human family getting together, touching each 
other’s hands and hearts, helping to understand each other’s 
humanity, across frontiers and across oceans. 
"In hundreds of cafes American legionnaires shout, ‘Vive La 
France!’ Their laughter, their songs,.their spirit of the campus, 
make a mockery of the international intrigue, the sinister jeal­ 
ousies, the grim apprehensions of war which still lurk in Europe. 
"How much better to laugh at life, to cling glasses, to shout 
‘Never heard of it!’ when someone mentions hate of war and tries 
to rally up youth for some new massacre in old fields of slaughter. 
"That’s what the visit of the American Legion means to me, 
and I hope to God it s true. 
“If only the military jingoes and the cynical statesmen of a 
dozen countries could meet with those war-banishing young Amer­ 
icans, and share their spirit! The plain people anywhere would 
understand and sympathize with them readily enough; but some­ 
how in military matters the plain people are seldom permitted to 
let natural, generous emotions have their way across national 
boundaries as they have at home. 
If the Legion could go overywhere as it has gone to France, 
there would be a different spirit in Europe and a different outlook 
for world peace. 


Waterway Delay 
The St. Lawrence deep waterway project, on which Americans 
have been expecting early action, has been held up for another 
year or so. The delay seems to be caused by Canadian deliberate­ 
ness and red tape. The United States government has been ready 
for six months to open negotiations for the treaty necessary as a 
preliminary to such an international enterprise, but the Canadian 
engineers’ report is not yet ready and the Dominion government, 
though favorable to the plan, is unwilling to proceed without it. 
This means that instead of the big construction job starting 
perhaps next year and being ready for operation in 1931, it may 
not .start until 1929 and may take until 1932 or 1933 for com- 
petion. 
Meanwhile New York City and Montreal are making the best 
of the postponement by fighting the project more vigorously. 
New York is afraid that an ocean outlet from the Great Lakes 
through the St. Lawrence will divert trade away from its own 
pert to the northern route. Montreal, which is now the head of 
deep-draught n a ta tio n on the St. Lawrence, is afraid that it will 
lose from ships going right through without stopping. 
These local objections will hardly prevail against the united 
efforts of 21 middlewestern states and nearly all of Canada in 
favor of the proposed waterway. The longer the project is con­ 
sidered, the more adherents its seems to gain in both countries. 


Army Economy 
Thrift has struck the United States Army. It is going to re­ 
novate and dye 3,5000,000 khaki uniforms that have been kicking 
around in warehouses ever since the war, the newest of them 
being nine years old. They are described as being all “of correct 
cut, and not worn out,’’ but "tinged with variegated colors by the 
weather." They can be rehabilitated at a cost of 25 to 35 cents a 
garment, which is much cheaper than buying new ones. 
It seems a little odd to civilians that such economy should be 
necessary, inasmuch as the war department has about a third of a 
billion dollars a year for expenses. But that mqney has to cover a 
lot of ground, and what is saved on soldiers’ uniforms is made 
up on their salaries, winch though small in comparison with civil 
earnings are far higher than anywhere else in the world. For­ 
tunately the soldiers, far from resenting this penny pinching, are 
said to welcome it because they are proud to wear those war 
uniforms. 
Here’s a good example set to an army of private citizens, who 
throw away enough wearable garments every year to clothe a 
good-sized nation.

Sept. 26 —T h" germ of in­ 
fantile paralysis has been rfefinately 
classified thereby simplifying the task 
of science in Its attem p ts to overcome 
the dread disease. Dr. W L. Aycock, 
head of the H arvard infantile paraly­ 
sis commission, said today. 
Dr. Aycock. oil * of the leaders In in 
fantlle paralysis research work. said 
that the main problem in combating 
the disease was to find a suitable ani­ 
mal in connection with the niannfac 
tare of an anti toxin. 
"W e cannot find a suitable animal 
from whose blood we may m ake serum 
to fight infantile paralysis,” sad Dr. 
Aycock. 
“ The 
only 
animal 
which 
takes the disease appears to tie 
the 
m onkey and the latter'.s m ortality la 
so high tiiat is an unsatisfactory sub 
ject. 
W hen we discover tile proper 
animal for serum purposes, infantile 
paralysis will lie controlled.” 
Auto K ills More Than Disease. 
Dr. Aycock pointed out that a som e­ 
what. sim ilar problem confronted sci­ 
ence when tile diphtheria germ was 
first Isolated and that finally It was 
found that diphtheria serum could be 
nine from the blood of the horse. 
The infantile paralysis germ is too 
small to be detected by the most pow­ 
erful microscope, Dr. Aycock said, but 
Its presence w as proven by evidence j 
of growth. 
Dr. Aycock denied that an infantile 
paralysis epidemic existed. He pointed 
out th at in M assachusetts there bus 
been one-fourth Hie num ber of cases 
reported this year 
as 
compared to 
1816. 
"P arents need not worry a Dont in­ 
fantile 
paralysis." he said. 
“Fatali 
ties from automobile accidents are f a r '

Anyhow, th* 
form er appears to give th** break to 
the matt on the floor; the latter to the 
man on ids feet. 
As soon as a man goes down in a 
New York £iri, the tim ekeeper arisen 
and begins pounding the count on th* 
canvas with a mallet. 
T he refe ree 
meanwhile, busies himself with the 
m atter of ushering the other fighter to 
a neutral corner. 
This done, he re­ 
turns lo the fallen man. picks up the* 
count at what point it may he and 
to!Im on to ten or to the point w hen 
the man decides to forsake the per­ 
pendicular. 
Question of Rule*. 
In other words, only ten seconds 
can elapse between the actual knock­ 
down aud the actual knockout, with 
this lone exception:
